F L A G 
D A Y . 


At the National Educational Con­ 
vention recently held in Denver there 
was considerable discussion in relation 
to having patriotism taught to a greater 
degree in the public schools than at 
present 
For two or three years past 
this matter has been agitated in the 
Eastern States. It has got far enough 
along in some of the States to have 
a patriotic holiday for themselves and 
it is called flag day. 
It occurs on the 
14th day of June. 
As many do not 
know what particular day was selected 
we will give the information and at the 
same time relate how the present 
American flag came into existence. 


When the Mayflower came to Amer­ 
ica she bore the flag of Britain. Ac­ 
cording to King James' 
proclamation 
issued in 1806 the Kings' colors had 
to be displayed from the main top and 
a St George's cross at the fore. 
In 
November 1635 the records of Massa 
chusetts go to show that a complaint 
was entered, "that the ensign at Salem 
had been defaced by cutting out one 
part of the red cross." 
When it was 
shown that ''the mutilation complained 
of was done, not from disloyalty to the 
flag, but from an entire conscientious 
conviction that it was idolatrous to 
allow it to remain." The opinion of the 
ministers was asked but they could not 
agree. 
The whole case was referred 
to the next general Court, and the 
commissioners for military affairs in 
the meantime ordered that all ensigns 
rihrjuld be laid aside. 


In 1635 the commissioners appoint 
ed colors for every company leaving 
out the cross and having the King's 
arms in them. 
In 1643 the colonies 
of Plymouth, Massachusetts and Con­ 
necticut were united in a league called 
"The United Colonies of New Eng­ 
land." 
This union, the first on this 
continent, was declared to be perpetual 
but no common flag was adopted un­ 
til 1686 when Governor Ambrose re 
ceived one from the King. 
It was 
soon seen that a special flag was needed 
for the merchant marine of the United 
Colonies to distinguish them from the 
King's ships. 
An order to this effect 
was made by the Admiia'ty on July 
29, 1776. 
The New England 
flag, 
the Pine Tree flag, the Bunker Hill 
flag and that of Massachusett's State 
Cruisers. 


The first legislation of Congress on 
the subject of a Federal Navy was 
October 1775. 
Notwithstanding the 
equipment of this fleet the necessity of 
a common National flag was not 
thought of until a committee was ap­ 
pointed to attend to the matter. 
This 
committee recommended the retention 


of the Union Jack coupled to thirteen 
stripes alternate red and white, em- 
blamatic of the Union. 
This flag.was 


was first hoisted January 2, 1776 at 
Cambridge and was saluted with thir­ 
teen guns and thirteen cheers. 


On June 14, 1777, nearly a year 
after the declaration of independence, 
the American Congress "Resolved, that 
the flag ol the thirteen United States 
be thirteen stripes alternate red and 
white; that the Union be thirteen white 
stars on a blue field, representing a new 
constellation." 


A careful examination ol the journals 


of Congress shows this to have been 
the first, as it is the only record of the 
establishment of a National flag for the 
United States of America. 
This was 
printed in the newspapers at the time 
but was not officially promulgated at 
Philadelphia until September 3d of the 
same year. 


The resolution does not state how 
the stars are to be placed or the num 
ber of points they shall have nor has 
there been any legislative enactment 
about it since, though custom has es­ 
tablished five points. 
Nor does it say 
whether the stripes shall be horizontal 
or vertical, though from the beginning 
they have been placed horizontally. 


It is claimed by the descendents of 


Mrs. 
John Ross ot Philadelphia that 
she made the first pattern flag, and the 
house she lived in is still standing, 
being at 239 Arch street of that city. 


As stated before, in some States the 


14th of June has been selected as a 
holiday for the rising generation to 
show their patriotism in. 
This day 
has been chosen for scholars but when 
it gets to be used for this 
purpose 
throughout all the States and Territor­ 


ies it is quite probable that Congress 
may enact a law making it a National 
day, which will be in addition to the 


4th of July.

Deputy Labor Commissioner Dam, 


who has been inquiring into the man­ 
agement of the railroad hospital fund, 
which is accumulated by deducting 50 
cents a month from the pay of each 
employee, report that it has been de­ 
cided by the company to use the $100,- 
000 surplus which has accumulated by 
building a new hospital in Oakland. 


But it is not known whether this will 
be done at once, or some years later. 
Flans have not been drawn, and until 
they are it will be impossible to say 
whether the $100,000 will suffice for 
the purpose; if it will, the hospital will 


go up at once, but if it will not, the 
construction will be postponed 
until 
enough money is accumulated. 
It is 
intended to build of brick and wood, 
and to have accomodations for forty 
beds.

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CONSUMPTION. 


Care of t h e i'atlont, T h a t H i s Sufferings 


M a y B o L e s s e n e d . 


The successful troatrnrut of consump­ 
tion—and by this i.s nituuit making the 
Mufforer hotter ablo to bear liiH burden, if 
not 
actnally lifting it from his shoul­ 
ders—is largely a question of nursing. 
If tho disoaso has already gained a foot­ 
hold medicine in most instancos is of no 
avail except in postponing tho evil day, 
and even if it were otherwise a few 
general rules would be just as essential 
to insure the comfort of the patient 
while recovery is going on. 


In the first place, then, wo must un­ 
derstand 
exactly the condition of the 
consumptive, not so much by ascertain­ 
ing the location and extent of his disoaso 
as by familiarizing ourselvos w i t h his 
temperament, his likes and dislikes, and, 
above all, w i t h his power of endurance 
and resistance. 


If wo w i l l boar these things in mind 
w e may bo able to do all that is possible 
for the sick one—namely, to enable him 
to withstand the onslaught of tho dis­ 
oaso until nature shall gain tho control­ 
ling hand. 
So successful is this method 
of treatment that it often results in a 
complete or at least a temporary cure. 


Consumption is one of tho most do- 
vitalizing of diseases. 
Not only does it 
attack tho lungs, but tho action of tho 
nervous system 
is sooner or later seri­ 
ously interfered with, the digestion im­ 
paired, and the simplest form of excite­ 
ment renders even tho circulation of the 
blood dangerous from being overactive. 


We. shall come nearest to striking at 
tho root of all these troubles if we direct 
our energies 
toward 
limiting the fre­ 
quency and severity of tho cough, and in 
this wo have not only to follow tho ad­ 
vice of the physician, taking care that, 
his directions are exactly carried out, 
but wo must 
give careful attention to 
nursing. 


T o prevent the first paroxysm of cough­ 
ing, 
which is usually 
incited in the 
morning 
by the exertion of rising, a 
warm cup of tea or an eggnog should bo 
taken before the patient loaves tho bed. 


A glass of something warm, like hot 
milk or gruel, should also bo taken be­ 
fore retiring, and plenty of time should 
bo allowed in preparing for the bed. 
Tho 
patient 
should 
sleep in blankets, 
and a g^nss of warm drink should bo 
placed within 
reach in case ho should 
wake through the night. 


If the presence of food in tho stomach 
causes 
the reappearance of tho cough 
after meals, some suitable 
preparation 
of pepsin should 
boused to lntsten t ho 
digestion, and an hour or two's „rest 
should bo taken 
immediately a f t e M h o 
meal.—Youth's Companion.

In 1878 Lyman Potter of Now York 
stato perform<yl tho prodigious task of 
pushing a common "paddy" wheelbar­ 
row across tho continent. Ho started 
from his homo on Dane street, Albany, 
on tho morning of April 10, 1878, and 
arrived in San Francisco on the after­ 
noon of Oct. 6 of tho same year, being 
almost oxactly 178 days (five hours and 
three minutes over) in performing tho 
wearisome feat. 
Potter was a shoe- 
inukor, and the trip was the result of a 
wager mude by some friends who be­ 
lieved that such a trip would occupy at 
least 200 days. 
The wager was $1,000, 
but Potter mudo between throe and five 
times that sum advertising for different 
parties along the route. The wheelbar­ 
row was made specially for the use to 
which it was put and weighed but 76 
pounds. 
The distance traveled by Pot­ 
ter was exactly 
4,085% miles.—St.

I n d o o r B i c y c l e Biding. 


Nowadays every one wants to ride a 
bicyole, but many do not attempt it be­ 
cause they dread the ordeal of learning. 
In the first place they dislike the idea of 
abrasions and bruises, and in the second 
they can hardly bring themselves to the 
sacrifice of dignity which the flounder- 
ings of the beginner usually entaiL 
They need no longer hesitate. The bi­ 
cycle can now be learned indoors, safe 
from prying eyes and without fear of 
falls. Anew appliance designed for this 
purpose consists of a small 
flywheel 
covered with rubber and two side wheels 
fitted with a simple arrangement by 
means of which it can be adjusted to 
any kind of cycle in two "minutes. Its 
great advantage is that the rider expe­ 
riences the same momentum as in a spin 
on a hard road, while the machine 
either remains stationary or moves so 
slowly that in traversing 15 feet the 
same amount of exercise is obtained as 
in a mile of ordinary traveling.
